A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Gurbacki (5,129,678). Gurbacki discloses a dirt and grease 
protective cover for the rear of an automobile comprising: 

• a retractable sheet which covers and protects the rear of a vehicle (Figs. 1 - 4).

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pester (5,945,194) discloses a fender cover of note and 
Nentwich (Des. 354,937) discloses a protective apron of note.
